REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In view of the applicant's amendments and after further consideration of the 
invention, the claims as presented avoid the prior art of record. The prior art does not 
disclose a folding treadmill for use on a floor, the treadmill comprising a frame, a belt 
section having an endless belt, a device for adjustably rotating the belt around a pair of 
rollers, a device for adjustably tilting the belt section such that a user can exercise on 
various inclines and a hand support section that includes a support part that extends 
upwardly from the frame and low supports forming a low frame that extends from the 
support parts in parallel to the frame and beyond an end of the frame when the treadmill 
is an operating position. Additionally, the support parts and the low frame form an entity 
that is turnably pivoted to the frame by means of a transverse shaft on the frame such 
that when the frame is lifted upright at one end, the entity turns with respect to the floor 
and in relation to the frame around the transverse shaft so that end regions of the low 
supports rest against the floor and form points of support to keep the frame upright. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
